Shanghai  China . 

The  Federal  Aviation  Administration  (FAA)  gave 
conditional  approval  to  CCSF's  request  on  December  9,  1995  to 
conduct  the  training  in  China.   This  is  a  historic  event  for  both 
the  airline  industry  and  an  educational  institution  because  this 
will  be  the  first  time  remote-site  testing  for  FAA  licensing 
examinations  is  conducted  in  China. 

A  consortium  of  airlines  is  making  a  financial 
commitment  to  support  this  project.

This  new  student  system  was  scheduled  to  be  operational  by  the 
Fall  term  1996,  thus  allowing  the  college  to  discontinue 
supporting  the  aged  and  failing  Bull  computer. 

HP  has  been  unable  to  complete  the  re-engineering  of

President  and  Mennbers: 

California  Education  Code  Section  76140  reads  as  follows: 

"A  comnnunity  college  district  may  admit  and  shall  charge  a  tuition  fee  to 
nonresident  students.   The  district  may  exempt  from  all  or  parts  of  the  fee: 

(a)  All  nonresidents  who  enroll  for  six  or  fewer  units.    Exemptions  made 
pursuant  to  this  subdivision  shall  not  be  made  on  an  individual  basis;  or 

(b)  Any  nonresident  who  is  both  a  citizen  and  resident  of  a  foreign  country, 
provided  that  the  nonresident  has  demonstrated  a  financial  need  for  the  exemption 
and  not  more  than  10  percent  of  the  nonresident  foreign  students  attending  any 
community  college  district  may  be  so  exempted.    Exemptions  made  pursuant  to  this 
subdivision  may  be  made  on  an  individual  basis. 

A  district  may  contract  with  a  state,  a  county  contiguous  to  California,  the 
federal  government,  a  foreign  country,  or  an  agency  thereof,  for  payment  of  all  or  a 
part  of  a  nonresident  student's  tuition  fee. 

Attendance  of  nonresident  students  shall  not  be  reported  as  resident  FTES 
for  state  apportionment  purposes,  except  as  provided  by  statute  in  which  case  a 
nonresident  tuition  fee  may  not  be  charged. 

The  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  be  set  by  the  governing  board  of  each 
community  college  district  not  later  than  February  1  of  each  year  for  the  succeeding 
fiscal  year.    Such  fee  may  be  paid  in  installments,  as  determined  by  the  governing 
board  of  the  district. 

The  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
paragraph  shall  represent  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  30  semester  units  or 
45  quarter  units  of  credit  per  fiscal  year  (a)  the  amount  which  was  expended  by  the 
district  for  the  current  expense  of  education  as  defined  by  the  California  Community 
College  Budget  and  Accounting  Manual  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  increased  by  the 
projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined 
by  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding  fiscal  year 
and  divided  by  the  total  full-time  equivalent  students  (including  nonresident 
students)  attending  in  the  district  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  or  (b)  the  current 
expense  of  education  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  of  all  districts  increased  by  the 
projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined 
by  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding  fiscal  year 
and  divided  by  the  total  full-time  equivalent  students  (including  nonresident 
students)  attending  all  districts  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  or  (c)  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  the  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  on  any  contiguous  district. 
However,  should  the  district's  preceding  fiscal  year  total  FTES  of  all  students 
attending  in  the  district  in  noncredit  courses  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  10  percent 
of  the  district's  total  FTES  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district,  the  district  in 
calculating  (a)  above  may  substitute  instead  the  data  for  current  expense  of 
education  in  grades  13  and  14  and  the  total  full-time  equivalent  students  in  grades 
13  and  14  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district. 
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The  governing  board  of  each  community  college  district  shall  also  adopt  a 
tuition  fee  per  unit  of  credit  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  more  or  less  than  15 
units  of  credit  per  term  by  dividing  the  fee  determined  in  the  preceding  paragraph  by 
30  for  colleges  operating  on  the  semester  system  and  45  for  colleges  operating  on 
the  quarter  system  and  rounding  to  the  nearest  whole  dollar.   The  same  rate  shall  be 
uniformly  charged  nonresident  students  attending  any  terms  or  sessions  maintained 
by  the  community  college.    The  rate  charged  shall  be  the  rate  established  for  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  the  term  or  session  ends. 

Any  loss  in  district  revenue  generated  by  the  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  not 
be  offset  by  additional  state  funding. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  which  require  a  mandatory  fee  for 
nonresidents  shall  not  apply  to  any  district  which  borders  on  another  state  and  has 
fewer  than  500  FTES." 

Pursuant  to  ECS  76141 ,  districts  may  also  charge  non-resident  students  who  are 
both  citizens  and  residents  of  a  foreign  country  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  amount  that  was 
expended  by  the  district  for  capital  outlay  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  divided  by  the  total  full-time 
equivalent  students. 

"Any  student  who  can  demonstrate  economic  hardship  or  who  is  a  victim  of 
persecution  or  discrimination  in  the  country  in  which  the  student  is  a  citizen  and  resident  is  exempt 
from  this  fee." 

"For  purposes  of  this  subdivision,  the  governing  board  of  each  community  college 
district  that  chooses  to  impose  the  charge  authorized  by  this  section  shall  adopt  a  definition  of 
economic  hardship  that  encompasses  the  financial  circumstances  of  a  person  who  is  a  recipient  of 
benefits  under  the  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  program,  the  Supplemental 
Income/State  Supplementary  Program,  or  a  general  assistance  program." 

For  fiscal  year  1995-96,  the  per  semester  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  rate  was 
$121 .00.    The  per  semester  non-resident  tuition  fee  computed  for  1 995-96  for  all  districts 
statewide  is  $1 14.00.    The  per  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  for  1995-96  of  districts  contiguous  to 
the  SFCCD  are  as  follows:

For  Fiscal  Year  1995-96,  the  per  semester  unit  nonresident  tuition  fee  rate  was 
$121 .00.    It  has  been  computed  that  the  current  expense  of  education  for  the  College  Division

On  January  27,  1995,  the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized 
the  submission  of  an  application   and  appropriation  of  all  funds 
received  upon  approval  by  the  California  Trade  and  Commerce 
Agency  to  establish  a  Small  Business  Development  Center  (SBDC) . 
The  grant  application  was  approved  in  April,  the  formal  contract 
signed  in  August,  and  a  full-time  program  director  hired  in 
November.   With  the  financial  assistance  of  United  Savings  Bank, 
we  recently  secured  office  space  within  the  Bank  at  711  Van  Ness 
Avenue  in  San  Francisco. 

The  rental  space  is  approximately  1,838  square  feet, 
with  a  market  value  of  $46,422  for  a  one-year  lease.   The  1996 
SBDC  budget  for  rent  totals  $12,000.    The  difference  between  the 
actual  rent  charged  and  the  allotment  of  $12,000  will  be 
subsidized  by  a  cash  match  contribution  in  the  amount  of  $34,422 
by  United  Savings  Bank.

On  October  27,  1994  Resolution  No.  941027-B4  was  passed 
authorizing  a  contract  increase  of  $20,000  for  the  1993-94  audit 
for  additional  work  to  be  completed  by  Deloitte  &  Touche  due  to 
the  previous  audit  firm  inability  to  provide  the  prior  year  work 
papers  to  Deloitte  &  Touche.   Additionally,  Resolution  No. 
950223 -Bl  was  passed  on  February  27,  1995  authorizing  additional 
work  for  the  1993-94  audit.   1993-94  audit  costs  totaled 
$123,320.00. 

During  the  completion  of  the  1993-94  audit , Deloitte  & 
Touche  encountered  delays  in  the  District  closing  its  books  and 
completing  the  many  schedules  required  by  Deloitte  &  Touche.   As 
a  result  of  the  District's  accounting  system  the  majority  of 
these  schedules  were  prepared  manually. 

The  District  effected  some  improvements  during  the  94- 
95  Fiscal  Year.   However,  as ' a  result  of  the  audit  not  being 
completed  and  accepted  until  April  27,  1995  there  was 
insufficient  time  for  business  services  to  respond  to  findings  in 
order  to  significantly  improve  the  94-95  audit.   To  ensure  a 
significant  improvement  for  the  95-96  audit,  an  accounting 
supervisor  with  the  appropriate  expertise  will  be  hired  by  the 
end  of  March.  Consequently,  many  of  the  conditions  causing  the 
delays  experienced  during  the  93-94  audit  were  still  in  existence 
during  1994-95. 

As  of  July  1994  a  new  accounting  system,  BANNER 
Finance,  was  implemented  that  will  vastly  improve  the  District's 
recording  and  reporting  capabilities.

In  subsequent  conversations  with  the  State  Chancellor's

deferred  maintenance,  instructional  supplies,  instructional 
equipment,  and  library  materials,  including  equipment  and  materials 
that  increase  the  use  of  modern  technology  for  instructional 
purposes . 

The  1995-96  First  Quarter  Financial  Status  Report 
reflected  the  removal  of  the  $967,894  Block  Grant  allocation  from 
the  General  Fund  -  Unrestricted  to  the  Restricted  Funds.  (See  page 
7  line  52  column  C  and  D;  line  65,  column  H) . 

Departments  generating  income  such  as  library  fines, 
transcript  fees,  sale  of  language  tapes,  and  other  miscellaneous 
items  have  historically  had  difficulty  in  getting  these  funds 
credited  to  their  budget.  One  reason  being  the  prior  manual 
accounting  system  and  the  problems  associated  with  tracking  revenue 
by  departments.  The  current  accounting  system  (Banner  Finance) 
tracks  such  revenue  by  department.

President  and  Members: 

Proposition  203  is  a  $3  billion  bond  measure  which 
helps  address  the  needs  of  California's  public  schools,  community 
colleges  and  public  universities  by  providing  funds  for  school 
construction,  restoration  and  earthquake  retrofitting. 

Proposition  203  authorizes  $2,025  billion  for  K-12 
schools  and  $975  million  for  public  postsecondary  education.   For 
higher  education,  the  funds  will  be  divided  evenly  among  the 
three  public  segments  of  higher  education  (i.e.  the  California 
Community  Colleges,  the  California  State  University,  and  the 
University  of  California)  over  a  two  year  period.

Establishincf  Salaries 

The  Governing  Board  has  the  power  to  fix,  alter  and 
approve  all  salaries  and  compensations  of  certificated  persons 
employed  by  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  in 
accordance  with   applicable   law. 

Adoption  of  Salary  Schedule 

A  salary  schedule  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  is 
in  effect  only  for  the  year  for  which  it  was  adopted.  The  adoption 
of  a  salary  schedule  repeals  all  former  policies  and  regulations  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  newly  adopted  schedule. 

Additional     Compensation     -  Military    Training     and 
Active  Military  Duty 

Any  payment  of  salary  or  compensation  to  an  employee 
during  military  leave  for  training  or  active  military  duty  shall  be 
as  provided  for  in  the  Military  and  Veterans  Code  and  the  Education 
Code.  Upon  cessation  of  the  required  payment  of  salary  or 
compensation  as  provided  by  law,  an  employee  who  is  a  member  of  a 
reserve  component  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States  or  a 
member  of  the  National  Guard,  upon  application  to  the  District  may 
be  eligible  to  receive  additional  periodic  compensation  from  the 
District.
